‘President Fish and General Manager 5 
han yesterday affixed their signatures to a 
thereby made operative the plan under con- 
sideration for some time of pensioning em- 
ployés of the Iilinois Central road. _ 

in order to carry out the scheme a pension 
fund of $250,000 has been provided, and each 
year the company will set apart a sum not 
to exceed $100,000 ‘for the payment of the 
pension allowances for the year. The ad- 
ministration of the department is placed in 
the hands of a board consisting of C. A. Beck, 
W. J. Harahan, C. F. Krebs, William Ren- 
shaw, A. W. Sullivan, J. F. Wallace, and Dr. 
John E. Owens. 

The amount of the pensions is based on the 
number of years‘of service. Employés of all 
departments, except surgical and legal, are 
eligible, the idea being to benefit only the men 
who have given their whole time to the road. 

Paragraph 6 of the announcement reads 
as follows: “ All officers and employés who 
have attained the age of 70 years shall be re- 
tired. Such of them as have been ten years 
in the service shall be pension 


Way of Calculating Pension. 

The manner of calculating“ the amount of 
the pension is to average the monthly pay 
the man has feceived during the last ten 
years of his service, and then allow him 1 per 
cent of that average for each year he has 
served. For éxample, if a man has been in 


- the employ of the road for forty years and 


his average pay for the last ten years has 
been $100 a month, then his pension would be 
40 per cent of $100, or $40 a month. Many of 
the present employés of the road will come 
in for pensions that amount to more than 40 
per cent of their salaries, as the road some 
time ago celebrated its fiftieth birthday and 
there are many employés who have been with 
the company almost half a century. 

The age limit is fixed at 70 years, at which 
age all officers and employés must be retired. 
Those between the ages of 61 and 70 years 
who have become incapacitated may be re- 
tired on a finding from the boar This is 
an advance over the rules of other roads, 
which place the ages for retirement for in- 
capacity at from 65 to @ years. ~ 

Locomotive engineers and firemen, con- 
ductors, flagmen, and brakemen, train bag- | 
gagemen, yardmasters, switchmen, bridge 
foremen, section foremen, and supervisors 
may be retired at the age of 65 years, their 
@cetpation being considered the more ar- 


duous. 
Must ServeTen Years. 

The test of a right to a pension is service 
with the company forten years. Otherroads 
with pension departments require a serv- 
ice of thirty years. ‘It also is provided that 
service of the company ‘means not only the 
Illinois road proper, but any, othet roads 
which it may have acquired or controls. The 
| employés- of these roads shalt - be -entitied™ 
to the tinte they worked before the Iilinois 
Central absorbed the properties. 

Employés who leave the service before Sai 
tirement forfeit all claims for a pension. 
board reserves the right to revoke a jodie: 
for gross misconduct. 

Pensions shall be paid monthly.’ The ac- 

ceptance of a pension does not debar the berie- 
ficiary from engaging in other business, but 
he cannot reénter the service of the Ilinois 
Central, 
‘ The rule for employment provides ‘that 
no inexperienced person over 35 years of 
age or experienced person over the age of 
45 years shall hereafter be taken into the. 
employment of the company. With other 
roads the age limit is 35 years.

With a white carnation on his coat, F. W. 
Blocki, Commissioner of Public Works, spent 
last night following the street sweepers. The 
white carnation was to test the amount of 
dust raised by the machine ds they dragged 
through the down-town streets. With the 
commissioner was Superintendent of Streets 
Doherty. At 3 o'clock this morning they still 
were patrolling the business section, and their 
intentions were to remain on the streets until 
6, At that hour the white carnation was 
still immaculate, showing what the street 
cleaning force could do under the eye of the 
“boss.’" Sprinklers and a passing shower 
contributed to this remarkable change. 

The official saw, in fact, an almost perfect 
exhibition of street cleaning. They secured 
evidence first hand that the streets can be 
cleaned without annoyance to pedestrians if 
the street cleaning gangs care to take the 
trouble. They followed in the wake of four | 
machines, such as earlier in the week made. 
existence a burden to every one whose path 
they crossed with their whirl of dust, and 
found there was no need of. filling the air with 
germ laden particles, dangerous to health, 
trying to temper, and ruinous to clothing. 

-“In three days there will be no-dust in 
Chicago streets,’ said Commissioner Blocki, 
as he pointed to the carnation at 2 0’clock this 
morning. ‘ That shows that it can be done.”

TINY GIRL PERISHES FROM: 
HUNGER ALONE ON PRAIRIE. 


Five Days of Vain thi 
Death—Child Eats Grassand Flow- 
but Found Too Late, 


Prosser,. Wash., 8.[8pecial. jJ—Halt 
hidden in a badger hole, with mouth arid | 
hands stained green from the grass on which 
life had been sustained for five days, was 
found the body of 5-year-old Mary Mathews,” 
who was lost-on the prairie seven days ago. 
The little girl missed her Way a week’ ago 
when she was about five miles north of her 
home, and the little corpse was found seven- 
teen miles southwest, the child having wan- 
dered a. distance of at least twenty-two miles 
in her vain attempt to find humen habita- 
tion. 

During the week that paseed since Mary's: 
disappearance, practically ‘the ‘entire popu- 
lation was out searching for her on the 
dreary waste of Horse Heaven The 
girl and her 7-year-old brother were out 
together the day she was lost, and return- 
ing became confused. Each decided to try a 
different path. The boy reached home in 
but his sister failed’ to appear. 

Being bare-footed, the little. girl’s feet 
were cut and torn in her wanderings and 
she tied wisps of the prairie grass about 
her feet to protect them from the rough 
ground. She had been unable té secure any 
food or water and the grass and flowers 
were eaten when her hunger became too 

. She had starved to death, and in 
her hand was found a bunch of the wild: 
grass at which she had been nibbling. 

Mary had been dead about thirty-six hours 
when found. Her body was almost hidden 
from sight: by the badger hole into ‘which 
she. had crawled, apparently to escape the 
heat of the sun.

This is a respectable total, 
and the farmers, who take an interest _in 
State taxes which is unfelt by city property- 
owners, will look upon it as rather too large.

This sum of $13,000,000 for two years 
looks smal] when compared with the $18,- 
000,000 of the Chicago appropriation bill 
for this year. State expenditures are rather 
insignificant when compared with those of

poses. The road and bridge taxes produced

of all the money taken in by the Illinois tax 
collectors, .

| from any mental, moral, or physical neglect, 


but rather that he has the largest possible 
degree of freedom in all these respects, his 
freedom being dependent entirely upon his 
own volition. It will also strike the aver- 
age person that the American school child 
in the city has.an exceedingly easy time of 
it, compared with the child of half a century 
ago. He has a long vacation of from eight 
to ten weeks, two short vacations of from 
one to three weeks, two days out of every 
seven, and an almost endless list of holidays 


| throughout the year. The boy fifty years 


ago had about five weeks all told. The boy 
of today has nearly five months. The boy 
fifty years ago studied morg hours in a day 
and studied harder. He was made to obey 
by physical force when necessary, and some- 


compelled to submit to discipline. Often if 
he was disciplined at school that discipline 
was reinforced when he got home. The 
school child of today studies less hours and 
not so hard. He is never chastised and sel- 
dom. corrected, He may learn his lessons 
or not as he pleases. He is not obliged to 
obey. If he disobeys, nothing severer will

. FATE OF THE CABIBBEE ISLANDS, 
The chain of small islands stretching in 
a graceful curve from Porto Rico to Vene- 
suela, “like a beaded necklace across the 
throat of the Oaribbean Sea,” forms the 
subject of a sad article by Robert T, Hill 
in the May Century. The tropical beauties 
of these islands are in strange contrast to 
the ruin and poverty under which the peo- 
ple are slowly being crushed. In the Brit- 
ish, French, and Danish islands alike the 
visitor sees ruined sugar mills, decaying 
houses, and crowds of people of all races 
begging ‘pitifully for alms. Each year the 
tropical jungle creeps farther down the 
hilisides and covers more of the rich plan- 


and gave the inhabitants employment. 

When Great Britain began importing Ger- 
man bounty-fed beet sugar because it was 
cheaper than West India sugar it dealt 
a fatal Viow to its Caribbean island col- 
onies, The French Antilles are in a some- 
what bétter condition, because France pro- 
tects its colonial sugar interests, while Eng- 
land stubbornly refuses to do anything of 
the kind. Yet the machinery and methods 
in use all over the archipelago are anti- 
quated and cannot compete with modern 
mills, 

But the root of the evil lies deeper than 
the sugar question. To some extent it is 
found in the helpless lack of initiative in the 
people themselves. Still more is the cause 
of decay found in the form of government 
and in the absentee ownership of the land. 
A few acres will support:a peasant family,

because the land isowned by men in Europe. 
The 800 inhabitants of Barbuda are herded 
in a village covering one acre. Law. pro-

Sheltered Nooks and Corners i in Sunburned Yatds, 


‘ he bare and shelterless gondition of many. Chicago back yards does much to pre- 
vent and spoil an adequate enjoyment of their greenery and seclusion. Yet’ the ar- 
rangement of an attractive, refreshing shelterfrom the too-searching rays of the strong 
summer sunlight te a comparatively easy matter.

‘The floral tent” recently pictered fn Tae TRIBUNE illustrated one of the éasiest 
and most effective manners of securing a grateful place of shade. Three stout poles, 
planted at equal distances from each other, and tied strongly together at the top, form 
the initial equipment. Quick-growing vines—wild cucumber, Japanese and native hops, 
Chinese matrimony, ampélopsis—forrapid growth and swift eovering; morning glories, 
climbing nasturtiums, and scarlet runners for co 
—will furnish the leafy shade and seclusion 4 
good earth—with the exception of the nasturtiums, ‘which need poor soil for the best 
blooming—water thoroughly and frequently, and provide poultry wire, strings, or dead 
branches for the vines to cling to. Thisir all the treatment and attention necessary. 

Nature will do the rest if only allowed half a chance. — 
| Where a simple screen is desired, just something to afford relief from the fervid 
sunshine Aooding the back yard or garden just when the yard or garden is most needed, | 
arrange poultry wire upon supports, four, five, six, or eight feet high, according to 
situation and area of shade considered desirable. The vines suggested for the floral 
tent anewer equally well for this purpose, and sweet peas are admirable, if good earth, 
sufficiently deep, can be provided. It ie better, however, to rely mainly upok some 
hardier and less unreliable climber. Tall growing flowers and foliage plants, cannas, 
rudbeckias, sun flowers, hollyhocks—the single varieties of the latter will bloom this 
season—Kaffir; or even the common sweetcorn, and hardy foliage plants, may be 
planted in front of the vines, and will add much to the effect. In many cases a row of 
these tall blossoms will furnish most of the shade needed. The effect of such an ar- 
rangement is excellent. If scarlet runners are planted on both sides of a wire screen, 
however, or trained to climb up willow supports, set pretty close together, enough deli- 
cate “ green- beans ” will be provided fora whole summer's epicurean 
Hop vines of the plain and Japanese varieties may also be depended upon confidently 


if quick growth and shady leafage is desired. 


If a small, young tree is found in the shadeless yard, the making of an arbor is an 
Tiefa rope to the top of the tree, and draw over gently until the top- | 
most branches are near the top of the fence, a stake planted in readiness, the side of 

a strong hook can be attached. Tie down 
on cloth or some other protector between the rope 
vand the bark of the tree, water well occasionally, plant or train vines around the 
» fence or supporting stake, and see that any possible bare or unsightly spots are cov- 
ered up and are reinforced in similar manner. A seat or two inside the arbor, a bed of 
flowers just outside the opening for entrance, and here is a spot of beauty worth travel- 
ing a long distance to see, and delightfully efficacious as a means of shade. No back 
yard or garden need be quite sunburned and shelterless while it possesses one of the 
young and spindling trees only too common in Chicago. 

Where nothing else seems feasible build «' sort of arching or slanting ‘addition or 
top to ‘a fence corner, covering with vines set in boxes on the fence “ stringer,” or in 
‘the earth at the foot of the fence. Chicago back yards and gardens are going to be 
used—and enjoyed—as never before this summer, and there is no possible arrangement 
or convenience which can add more to this use and enjoyment than some green and 
leafy spot, where the sun’s rays are tempered, if not entirely kept out.
